D. Rejections under 102(a) 

Claims 38-65 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as allegedly being anticipated by 
Goel {Client User Interface Specification for Video-On-Demand Application Development on the 
Explorer 2000™ Digital Home Communications Terminal) hereinafter referred to as the Goel 
reference. Applicants respectfully traverse these rejections. As indicated in the Affidavit 
attached hereto as Appendix A, all the inventors of the current application contributed to the 
subject matter described in the Goel reference. Therefore, claims 38-65 are allowable over the 
Goel reference. 

E. Rejections under 102ffl 

Claims 38-65 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) on the basis that the claimed subject 
matter allegedly appeared to be solely invented by Shashi Goel. Applicants respectfully traverse 
these rejections. As indicated in the Affidavit attached hereto as Appendix A, all the inventors of 
the current application contributed to the subject matter described in the Goel reference.
